Caught Beneath Wreckage.

FROM STALWARTS 


La follete Faction. on Top in 
Wisconsin 


Supreme Court of State Decides It

. Mediton, Wis, October 6.——The su- 
preme court today decided the Larovilette 
ticket regular—Judges Marshall, Dodge 
and Winslow assenting—while Chief Jus- 
tice Cassody dissents. The opinion will 


‘be filed later by Justice Marshall. 


The struggle between the followers of 
Governot Robert M. LaFollette, who are 
Known as the “half breeds,”’ and tne 
“stalwarts,’’ who are headed by Senator 
Spooner and Senator Quarles, originated 
some time prior to the holding of the 
state convention, May !8, 1904, when an 
open rupture between two factions occur- 
red. The state central committee, which 
issued the call for the convention, was 
composed of a chairman and twenty-two 
members, sixteen of whom were adher- 
ents of Governor LaFollette. The state 
central committee in its call for the con- 
vention announced it would act as a com- 
mittee on credentials and determine what 
delegates were entitled to seats in the 
convention hall. 

The ‘‘stalwarts'’ claim that the central 
committee, acting as a committee on 
credentials, excluded from the conven- 
tion many properly accredited delegates 
Who were antagonistic to Lak ollette, 
and substituted men favorable to nim. 
The LaFollette people and the majority 
of the state central committee declare 
this assertion od? the ‘‘stalwarts’. to be 
untrue. Tne state convention met and 
after a short session the ‘stalwarts’’ 
withdrew from the hall and held what 
is known as the opera house convention. 
‘Both conventions nominated full state 
tickets. Robert M. Lafollette was nomi- 
nated by the “half breeds’ for governor, 
the “‘stalwarts’’ putting up Samuel A. 
Cook. Both conventions selected dele- 
gates at large to the republican national 
convention in Chicago. The presidential 
and vice presidential electors chosen by 
the two conventions were the same. 

The republican national -committee 
meeting in Chicago prior to the national 
convention, decided that the opera house 
convention was the legal convention. The 
contest was carried before the national 
committee On credentials, but the La- 
Follette people declined to appear, giv- 
ing @8 a reason that in their opinion cer- 
tain members of the committee on cre- 
dentials had been “approached.’’ ‘I'he 
committee on credéntials, after an all- 
night session, seated the ‘stalwarts’ 
delegates. 
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In the Supreme Court, 
Argument was completed in all the 
the Augusta circuit docket 
before the supreme court yesterday, and 
the court was in the midst of the second 
case on the eastern circuit docket when 
the hour of adjournment arrived.

Boston, October 6.——-Prelates from 
five continents and from distant islands of 
the sea, representatives of Angiliciar 
communion throughout the world, partion 
ipated In the opening ceremonies of the 
triennial general conference of the Epis 
copal church in the United States, in 
this city, today. 

For the first time !n ecclesiastical his- 
tory the archbishop of Canterbury, pri- 
mate of all Bngland and Metropolitan, 
was present at a formal assembly of the 
American Episcopal body. He was fre- 
ceived with all the honors dwve his rank, 
and as the guest of the American church 
was accorded a hearty welcome by four- 
score bishops of domestic dioceses. 

The convention is regarded as the most 
important ever held by the Wpiscopal 
denomination. The proposed legislation 
embraces questions of moral reform al- 
tenations in the ecclesiastical administra- 
tion, and even the house of deputies, the 
legislative bodies will devote three weeks 
to the consideration of business and on 
several topics, such as the movement to 
prevent the remarriage by the clergy of 
a divorced person, while the former part- 
ner is living, and the demand form cer- 
tain quarters to omit the word ‘“Protest- 
ant’ from the church's title,’’ the Pro 
testant Episcopal church in the United 
States, is anticipated, 

The proposal to group the dioceses into 
provinces with a senior bishop or pri- 
mate at the head of each proposed dis- 
trict, and a plan to have a final court of 
review established to hear appeals from 
diocesan courts, will also be warmly de- 
bated.

St. Louis, October 5.—The concluding 
session of the International Congress on 
Tuberculosis was held today and was 
largely devoted to the discussion of sani- 
tariums suitable for the treatment. of 
patients afflicted with consumption and 
methods to prevent infection,

criticism. 

And while on this subject of cam- 
paign ethics, there is one other feat- 
ure of the current newspaper com- 
ment, particularly that of the mug- 
wump press, about which it may not 
be amiss to say a word. Mr. Cortelyou 
is being lampooned because it is al 
leged he has received campaign con- 
tributions from certain great corpora- 
tions; this acceptance on the part of 
the man recently at the head of the 
department of commerce(and labor is 
construed by these mugWwump critics 
as indication that the republican 
chairman does not possess an exact 
appreciation of the amenities of offi- 
cial and political life. But these 
same newspapers, The New York 
Times, for one, grew enthusiastic in 
defense of the action of these corpora: 
tions in making far heavier contribu- 
tions to the republican campaign fund 
in 1896, and in praise of the republi- 
can chairman of that year for getting 
them. 

It will strike the ordinary man that 
it is no worse for these corporations 
to contribute to the republican fund 
this year than it was in 1896, nor can 
we gee just why Mr. Cortelyou should 
be blamed while Mr. Hanna is 
praised. 

But we have never been able to 
quite grasp the intricacies of mug- 
wump reasoning. From our stand- 
point, it is the most natural thing in 
the world for the great trusts, most 
of which have been fattened by pro- 
tection, to contribute liberally to the 
campaign fund of the party they own. 
There never has been any reason for 
suspecting that any of these intesests 
would give their support to the demo- 
cratic party. Whatever contributions 
the democratic fund receives must 
come from individual democrats, and 
we are inclined to believe that Chair- 
man Taggart and Treasurer Peabody 
would not refuse any such that come 
their way. 

But why criticize Mr. Cortelyou? 
He is running a republican, not a dem- 
ocratic, campaign. And it is certainly 
no more reprehensible for him to ac- 
cept contributions from the interests 
back of the republican party than it 
was for Mr. Hanna to do the same 
thing in 1896 and 1900.
